John  Vawter  had  for  Lieutenant  Governor,  eight  hundred  and  forty  se¬ 
ven  votes,  Abel  Finley  had  tor  Lieutenant  Governor  eightee  n  votes,  John 
Johnson  had  for  Lieutenant  Governor,  fourteen  vote’s,  Davis  Floyd  had 
jbr  Lii  u tenant  Governor,  thirteen  votes,  and  Amos  Lane  had  for  Lieuten¬ 
ant  Governor,  twelve  votes  :  Whereupon  the  speaker  of  the  house  of  re¬ 
presentatives,  in  presence  of  both  hous  s  of  the  gen  ral  assembly,  proclaim¬ 
ed  Jonathan  Jennings  duly  elected  Governor  of  the  state  nf  Indiana  /  and 
Christopher  Harrison  Lieutenant  Governor  thereof.  The  members  of 
the  senate  then  retired  to  their  chamber.

Speaker,  I  am 
directed  by  the  senate  to  inform  this  house  that  the  sena  e  have  rescinded 
tne  resolution  passed  by  them  on  yesterday  for  the  election  of  two  senators 
to  represent  the  state  of  Indiana  in  the  congress  of  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Noble  from  the  committee  of  elections  made  the  following  report, 
mr.  Speaker,  your  committee  of  elections  to  whom  was  referred  the  certi¬ 
ficates  ol  the  representatives  of  the  several  counties  in  this  state,  as  also 
the  documents  and  petition  of  John  Penix  who  contests  the  election  of 
Jonathan  Lindley,  the  sating  member  from  the  county  of  Orange,  report 
that  they  have  carefuily  examined  the  same,  and  that  the  said  Jonathan 
JLmdley  is  duly  elected  and  entitled  to  his  seat  in  this  house  fromthe  docu- 
SBcms  adduced. 
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On  motion  of  mr.  Floyd, 

Resolved ,  That  the  report  just  read  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  the 
wh  le  house  and  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  this  day. 

On  motion  of  mr  Dumont, 

The  house  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole,  on  the  said  re¬ 
port,  cr»r.  Booh,  of  Warrick,  in  the  chair,  and  after  some  time  spent  there¬ 
in,  mr.  Speaker  resumed  the  chair  and  mr.  Boon  reported  that  the  commit¬ 
tee  had  according  to  order  had  the  said  report  under  consideration  and  had 
made  some  amendments  thereto  which  were  handed  in  at  the  clerk’s  table 
and  again  read  and  concurred  in  by  the  house.

D e  Paiiw,  Fc  ms  and  Pritfce,  a  committee  on  the  part 
of  the  senate  to  act  with 'such  as  fhay  be  appointed  on  the  part  of  the  house 
of  representatives  to  prepare  and  frepott  jdint  tulefc  for  the  government  of 
both  houses  of  the  general  assembly.

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to  inform  this  house  that  the  senate  have  concurred  in  the  resolution  from 
this  housr  respecting  the  election  of  a  secretary  of  state,  and  have  appoint* 
ed  mr  Fv  rris,  teller. 

The  members  of  the  senate  came  in  and  took  their  seats  in  the  represen¬ 
tative  chamber,  and  the  members  of  both  houses  proceeded  by  ballot  to 
electa  secretary  of  state,  which  bring  finished  the  members  of  the  senate 
returned  to  their  chamber/  whereupon  mr.  Wilson,  who  was  appointed 
teller  on  the  part  of  this  house*  to  receive  and  count  the  ballots  given  for 
secretary  of  state,  reported  that  Robert  A.  N  w,  had  for  secretary  of  state 
twenty-three  vott  s.  and  that  A.'  xander  Holton  had  eleven  votes,  from 
which  it  appeared  that  Robert  A  New  was  duly  elected  secretary  of  state 
for  the  state  of  Indiana 

A  message  from  the  senate  by  mr.  Pennington,  mr.  Speaker,  mr.  F  ms 
who  was  appointed  by  the  senate  teller,  to  receive  and  count  the  vot.  gi¬ 
ven  for  secretary  of  state,  has  reported  to  the  senate  that,  Robert  A  N<-  w 
isdulv  elected ,  whereupon  the  senate  h^ve  passed  the  following  resolution.*

Mr.  Powell  from  the  commiftee  appointed  b  v  this  house  to  act  with  the 
committee  appointed  by  the  senate,  for  the  purpose  of  drafting  rules  for 
th;*  government  of  both  houses  of  the  gr-oerai  assembly,  reported  that  the 
said  committee  hid  performed  that  duty,  and  the  report  being  read,  on 
motion, resolved  that  it  be  refered  to  a  committee  of  the  whole  house  and 
made  the  order  of  the  day  for  to  morrow.

o.  your  deliberation*  wiil  be  considered  as  indicative  of  its  future  charac¬ 
ter,  ps  well  as  of  the  future  happiness  and  prosperity  of  its  citizens. 

Tne  reputation  of  the  state  as  well  as  its  highest  interest  will  require 
that  a  just  and  generous  policy  towards  the  general  government,  ar.d  a  due 
regard  to  the  rights  of  its  members  respectively,  should  invariably  have 
their  proper  influence.

Without  a  frequent  recurrence  to  those  principle  . ,  ^  adm*  ist  t‘o 
’  of  government  will  imperceptibly  become  more  and  more  aiulniS  r 
the  simplicity  of  our  republican  institutions  may  materially  be  lost  in  a";11 
ger-'vis  -xpedi.  nts  and  political  design. 

Undct  ev  ry  five  government,  the  happiness  of  the  citizens  must  be 
identifl  d  with  their  morals,  and  while  a  constitutional  exercise  of  their 
rights  shall  continue  to  have  its  due  weight  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties 
required  f  the  constituted  authorities  of  the  state,  too  much  attention 
cannot  be  bestowed  to  the  encouragement  and  promotion  of  every  moral 
virtu  .  and  to  the  enactment  of  laws  calculated  tu  restrain  the  vicious,  and 
prescribe  punishment  for  every  crime  commensurate  to  its  enormity. 

In  measuring  however,  to  each  crime  its  ad  quate  punishment,  it  will 
be  w  ll  to  recollect  that  the  certainty  of  punishment  has  generally  the 
surest  effect  to  prevent  crime,  whi  tv,  punishments  unnecessarily  severe  too 
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often  produce  the  acquittal  of  the  guilt* ,  and  disappoint  one  of  the  greate  st 
objects  oi  legislation  and  good  government. 

T  >  enforce  as  far  as  p  s>ibL-  a  m  »re  rig'd  discharge  of  the  duties  of  jus¬ 
tice  o f  the  p^a  e  in  relation  to  th  pettv  crimes  which  m  y  be  plactdjwhhiu 
tnei r  juri-  li  non,  might  be  produ  dvc  ot  salutary  consequences. 

To  n«  x  penalties  to  crimes  if  the  perpetration  of  them  shall  be  suffr^ 
ed'k  -  vringly  to  pass  unherd-  d  bv  those  whose  duty  it  ir.av  be  to  guard 
against  th  violation  of  tht*  laws  with  impunity,  will,  to  a  very  considerable 
degree  result  in  a  relaxation  of  morals,  a  consequent  disregard  of  the 
laws  and  a  measurable  contempt  for  the  officers  who  may  be  appointed  to 
admirii^t^r  them . 

The  dcsst iiiiaati  n  of  useful  knowledge  will  be  indispensably  necessary 
as  a  support  to  morals  and  as  a  restraint  to  vice  ;  and  on  this  subject  it 
wilt  only  be  necessary  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  plan  of  education  as 
prescribed  by  the  constitution. 

fn  recommending  a  revision  of  the  statute  Jaws  now  in  force  it  can 
s  arc  !v  be  necessary  to  offer  anv  reasons  for  the  measure  other  than  the 
obscurity  which  pervades  them  ;  and  the  amendments  which  they  must 
necessarily  undergo  to  adapt  them  to  the  present  form  of  government.  The  . 
organization  of  the  judiciary  of  the  state  as  provided  for  by  the  constitu- 
ti  m,  with  adequate  salaries  to  itt  officers  on  a  plan  calculated  to  render  the 
administration  of  justice  free  from  any  unnecessary  expenses  or  delay  will 
eng  ge  vour  m  >st  serious  attention 

The  incorporation  of  the  bank*  now  in  oneration  within  the  limits  of 
this  state  as  state  banks  if  desirable  on  the  part  of  these  institutions,  may 
b- found  less  diffi  ult  at  present  than  at  anv  future  period.  To  provide 
wavs  and  means  for  the  curreDt  year  iicluding  the  demands  on  the  state 
created  bv  the  late  convention,  will  no  d  ubt  engage  vour  particular  at¬ 
tention.  It  is  not  to  be  exp  cted  that  the  annual  revenue  of  the  state,  .es¬ 
pecially  for  the  present  year,  will  be  <qual  to  the  annual  expenditure  with¬ 
out  resorting  to  taxes  too  heavy  for  the  existing  circumstances  of  the 
country.  An  adequate  loan  is  therefore  recommended  if  it  can  be  obtain¬ 
ed  on  suitable  terms  to  sunply  such  defect  cf  the  revenue  in  preference  to 
the  emission  of  treasure  bills,  inasmuch  as  interest  will  accrue  thereon,  and 
b-  liable  to  counterfeiting  and  other  improper  prauices  .•  under  this  view 
of  the  subject  it  will  be  proper  to  liquidate  and  cancel  the  demand*  itfng 
upon  the  former  government  under  the  character  of '  > fi  orial  warrants.

I  recommend  to  your  consideration  the  propriety  of  providing  by  law 
to  prevent  more  effectually  any  unlawful  attempts  to  srize  and  carry  into 
bondage  persons  of  colour  legally  entitbd  to  tht  ir  freedom,  and  at  the 
same  time  as  far  as  practicable  prevent  those  who  rightlullv  owe  service  to 
the  citizens  of  any  other  state  or  territory  from  seeking  within  the  iimits 
of  this  state,  a  refuge  from  the  possession  ot  their  lawful  owners.

Mr.  Fiovd,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of 
sundurv  inhabitants  of  the  counties  of  Oraoge,  Knox,  Gibson,  Posey,  and 
Warrick,  reported,  in  part  by  bill  entitled  a  bill  to  attach  a  part  of  the  pre¬ 
sent  county  of  Gibson  to  the  county  of  Warrick,  which  was  read  and  on 
modon  ordered  to  be  read  a  second  time  on  Saturday  next. 

Mr.  Lit  le  from  the  committee  appointed  for ’that  purpose  reported  a 
bill  to  prevent  waste  on  lands  reserved  for  the  use  of  schools,  which  was 
read,  and  on  motion,  ordered  to  be  read  a  second  time  on  Tuesday  next. 

Mr.  Jonathan  Lindlcy,  a  member  from  Orange  coqhty,  earner  in,  pro¬ 
duced  his  credentials  and  was  duly  sworn  and  took  his  seat.

Mr.  Ferguson,  introduced  a  joint  resolution  instructing  our  senators 
and  representative  in  congress  to  endeavour  to  procure  a  repeal  of  the  act 
of  congress  giving  additional  compensation  to  the  members  thereof,  which 
was  read  a  first  tim-,  and  ordered  to  be  read  a  second  time  to-morrow. 

The  speaker  laid  before  the  house  the  following  communication  from 
mr.  Sumner  of  Tennessee,  to  wit : 

Williamson  county ,  Tennessee ,  Nov.  4,  1816. 

Sir, 

1  was  lately  in  your  state,  and  my  business  then  was  to  know  on 
what  terms  I  would  be  permitted  to  bring  my  slaves  and  emancipate  them, 
and  was  informed  the  legislature,  it  was  probable,  would  pass  some  law  to 
prohibit  negroes  being  brought,  on  any  terms  or  place,  so  high  a  fine  per 
h^ad  as  to  make  it  impossible  for  the  emancipation  to  bring  them,  1  hope 
this  may  not  be  the  case.  I  have  about  forty,  and  my  intention  is,  if  per- 
tnitud  by  the  laws  of  Indiana,  to  bring  and  free  them,  to  purchase  lands 
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for  them,  and  settle  th:m  on  it,  to  give  them  provisions  foy  the  first  year, 
and  furnish  them  with  tools  for  aggriculture  and  domestic  manufactory, 
and  next  spring  with  domestic  animals  I  wish  to  send  about  twenty  this 
month,  and  the  residue  next  spring  or  summer,  and  shall  start  them  about 
this  day  week,  with  a  friend  along  fully  authorised  to  emancipate  them, 
and  procure  lands  and  provisions, 

You  must  be  aware,  sir,  that  this  will  he  attended  with  no  small  expen¬ 
diture  pf  money  and  trouble,  and  may  I  solicit  your  patronage  that  some 
law  may  be  passed  allowing  me  to  bring  this  fall  and  next  spring  all  I  have 
and  emancipate  them  if  permitted  to  free  them,  without  gi\ ing  them 
lands,  &c.  I  have  ao  desire  to  do  so,  btft  would  prefer  giving  them 
lands,  &c-  I  think  that  after  a  man  has  had  the  use  of  slaves  and  their 
ancestors  20  or  30  years,  it  unjust  and  inhumane  to  set  them  unprovided 
with  a  home,  &c,  &c.  All  that  I  have  was  raised  by  mv  lather  and  my¬ 
self,  and  the  oldest  is  about  my  age  (forty  six  )  I  am  also  very  desirous 
to  leave  the  slave  states,  and  spend  mv  few  remaining  days  in  that  state 
where  involuntary  servitude  is  not  admissible,  atod  will  with  the  blessing 
of  God,  prepare  to  do  so  as  soon  as  I  can  settle  my  affairs  Let  me  hope, 
and  not  be  disappointed  that  yourself  and  his  e  xcellency  the  Governor,  to 
whom!  have  written,  friend  Jonathan  Lindley,  will  aid  me  by  their  in¬ 
fluence  and  procure  a  law  in  my  favour.  It  is  not  convenient  to  bring  all 
this  fall  but  sure  to  bring  the  ballance  of  them  next  year.  I  will  most  as¬ 
suredly  do  a  faithful  part  by  them,  and  not  leave  them  friendless,  8cc.  in 
want.  My  agmt  will  be  at  Vincennes,  unavoidable  accidents  excepted, 
by  the  first  oi  D-cemcr,  with  a  part  of  my  black  friends,  say  about  twenty* 
his  name  is  John  S.  Rasserrum,  and  I  hope  he  may  get  the  desired  infor* 
mation  from  the  proper  authority,  the  moment  he  gets  there  with  them.

#  Mr.  Ferguson  from  the  joint  committee  appointed  to  enquire  into  the 
right  of  occupancy  of  the  general  assembly  to  the  court  house  of  the  coun¬ 
ty  of  Harrison  and  for  other  purposes  made  the  following  report : 

Mr.  Speaker,  the  joint  committee  appointed  to  enquire  what  contracts  or 
engagements  have  been  made  by  certain  individuals  to  provide  a  suitable 
house  of  accommodation  for  the  Governor  in  the  town  of  Corjdon,  and 
to  pay  certain  sums  of  money  for  certain  purposes,  also  what  further  mea¬ 
sures  are  proper  to  be  adopted  by  this  legislature  for  the  futare  accommoda¬ 
tion  of  the  Governor,  also  what  measures  are  necessary  to  be  taken  to  provide 
suitable  offices  or  places  of  reception  for  the  papers  and  accounts  apper¬ 
taining  to  the  offices  of  secretary  of  state,  treasurer  and  auditor  of  public 
accounts,  and  also  what  measures  are  advisable  to  be  taken  for  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  state  library  and  for  the  preservation  of  the  books  and  papers 
belonging  to  the  legislative  department,  with  instructions  to  enquire  what 
is  the  situation  of  the  light  of  occupancy  of  the  general  assembly  to  the 
court  house  of  the  county  of  Harrison,  and  what  privileges  have  been 
granted  by  the  county  court  or  citizens  of  said  countv,  and  what  measures 
may  be  necessary’  to  be  adopted  for  the  further  accommodation  of  the  le  ¬ 
gislature  during  the  continuance  of  the  seat  of  government  at  Corydon, 
have  had  the  several  subjects  under  consideration  and  beg  leave  to  report. 
That  the  contract  said  to  have  been  entered  into  by  certain  individuals  to 
furnish  suitable  accommodations  for  the  Governor  in  Corvdon  has  not 
been  complied  with  ;  but  mr.  Floyd  stated  to  your  committee,  that  he 
gave  an  obligation  to  the  convention  to  furnish  a  house  suitable  for  the  ac¬ 
commodation  of  the  Governor  with  other  suitable  and  necessary  buildings 
for  the  use  of  the  state  ;  but  through  unforeseen  occurrences  has  not  been 
able  to  complete  them.  But  he  also  states,  that  he  is  ready  to  give  up 
the  building  he  now  lives  in  for  that  purpose  at  any  time  when  demanded, 
and  pay  a  reasonable  sum  for  the  defi  iency  till  completed,  or  he  will  keep 
possession  and  pay  an  equivalent  rent  for  the  whole  until  spring;  but  no 
obligation  can  be  found  by  your  committee. 

Your  committee  have  made  the  enquiry  into  the  right  of  occupancy  of 
the  courthouse  in  Corvdon  for  the  use  of  the  state,  and  find  that  the  as¬ 
sociate  judges  of  Harrison  coutky,  June  term,  special  court  181C>,  made  the 
following  order,  to  wit  : 

Ordered \  That  the  court  house  of  Harrison  county,  in  the  town  of  Cory- 
don,  be  tendered  to  the  territorial  and  state  legislature,  for  their  use  as  a 
state  house  so  long  as  Corvdon  shall  remain  the  seat  of  government. 

If  the  court  house  be  sufficiently  guaranteed  to  the  general  assembly  of 
the  state  of  of  Indiana  by  the  above  order  ;  your  committee  would  recom¬ 
mend  to  the  general  assembly,  to  devote  the  room  occupied  by  the  clerk’s 
office  in  the  court  house,  to  the  auditor  for  an  office,  and  that  another  room 
in  said  house  be  devoted  to  the  secretary  of  state  for  an  office,  and  further 
we  would  recommend  that  the  books  and  papers  belonging  to  the  legisla¬ 
tive  department  be  deposited  in  the  secretary’s  office. 

The  committee  are  decidedly  of  opinion,  that  mor*  substantial  assuran¬ 
ces  ought  to  be  given  to  the  general  assembly  by  the  citizens  or  court  of 
Harrison  county,  for  the  U3e  of  the  court  house  for  the  benefit  of  the  state 
while  the  seat  of  government  remains  at  Corydon. 

As  to  engagements  of  certain  individuals  to  pay  certain  sums  of  m  n-v 
for  the  use  of  the  state,  the  committee  beg  leave  to  state,  that,  they  h 
made  every  inquiry  for  a  certain  bond  said  to  have  becu  give:;-,  by 
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individuals  in  Harrison  county  for  the  sura  of  one  thousand  dollars,  pay», 
ble  on  the  twenty  ninth  instant,  for  the  use  of  the  state  ;  but  cannot  get 
any  information  where  it  is,  or  in  whose  hands  it  was  deposited. 

As  to  the  state  library,  your  committee  would  recommend  that 
dollars  be  appropliated  for  that  purpose,  provided  that  the  donation  of 
money  offered  by  the  citizens  of  Harrison  county  for  the  use  of  the  state, 
be  paid  into  the  state  treasury.  As  to  an  office  for  the  state  treasurer, 
your  committee  are  of  opinion,  that  the  salary  allowed  him  is  sufficient  al¬ 
lowance  for  him  to  furnish  his  own  office,  which  report  was  read,  and  on 
motion  ordered  to  he  committed  to  a  committee  of* the  whole  house  and 
made  the  order  of  the  day  for  to-morrow. 

Mr.  Lane  from  the  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose,  reported  a 
hill  authorising  replevin  bonds  in  certain  cases,  which  was  read,  and  on 
motion  ordered  to  be  read  a  second  time  on  Monday  next. 

Mr.  Lane  from  the  committee  appointed  to  bring  in  a  bill  regulating  ci¬ 
vil  proceedings  in  law  and  chancery,  reported  a  bill  for  that  purpose,  which 
was  read  and  on  motion,  ordered  to  be  read  a  second  time  on  Tuesday 
next. 

Mr.  Dunn  moved  the  journal  of  Wednesday  last,  be  amended  by  stri¬ 
ding  outmr.  Floyd’s  reasons  for  his  vote  on  the  question  of  recommitting 
the  bill  for  the  removal  of  the  seat  of  justice  of  Wayne  county,  and  on  the 
question,  shall  the  journal  be  so  amended,  the  yeas  and  nays  being  de¬ 
manded  by  two  members,  those  who  voted  in  the  affirmative,  are  messrs. 
Brownlee,  Carr,  Dumont,  Dunn,  Ferguson,  Graham  of  C.  Hogan,  Hoi- 
tnnn.  Little,  Lindley,  Milroy,  Mount,  Overman  and  Scott, and  those  who 
vqtcd  in  the  negative,  are  messrs.  Alexander,  Boone  of  H  Boone  of  W. 
Connor,  Floyd,  Graham  of  J.  Johnson,  Lane,  Lynn,  Murdock,  Powell, 
Wilson,  Zeiior  and  Blackford,  (speaker)  yeas  14,  nays  14  j  there  being 
an  equal  number  of  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  negative,  the  motion  wav 
therefore  lost. 

The  speaker  signed  the  enrolled  bill  entitled  an  act  providing  for  a  pub 
seal  and  press,  and  also  the  enrolled  bill  entitled  an  act  concerning  the  se< 
cretary  of  state,  ordered  that  the  senate  be  informed  thereof. 

The  house  according  to  order,  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the 
whole,  on  the  bill  to  prevent  waste  on  lands  reserved  for  the  U9e  of  schools 
and  salt  springs,  mr,  Connor  in  the  chair,  and  after  some  time  spent  there¬ 
in,  mr.  Speaker  resumed  the  chair,  and  mr.  Connor  reported  that  the  com¬ 
mittee  of  the  whole  according  to  order,  had  had  the  said  bill  under  consi¬ 
deration,  and  had  made  several  amendments  to  the  same,  to  which  they 
desire  the  concurrence  of  the  house,  which  amendments  he  handed  in  at 
the  clerk’s  table,  when  they  were  again  read  and  concurred  in  bv  the  house.  *

A  message  from  the  senate  by  mr  Polke,  mr  Speaker,!  am  directed  by 
the  senate  to  inform  this  house,  that  the  senate  have  passed  a  bill  entitled 
an  act,  for  the  incorporation  of  towns  in  the  state  of  Indiana  ;  to  which 
t  v  desire  the  concurrence  of  this  house,  and  that  the  senate  have  reject¬ 
ed  the  bill  from  this  house,  entitled  an  act  supplementary  to  the  act,  enti¬ 
re]  act,  lor  the  relief  of  those  persona  who  may  have  suffered,  or  who 
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may  hereafter  Buffer,  by  the  destruction  of  the  records  of  Knox  county  ; 
which  were  consumed  by  fire,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fourteen. 

Mr.  Little  obtained  leave  of  absence  until  Monday  next. 

On  motion  and  by  common  consent, 

Ordered*  That  the  protests  and  reasons  of  the  several  members,  who 
made  and  had  the  same  entered  on  the  journal  of  this  house  be  erased 
therefrom.

entire  within  one  month  after  such  wolf  or  wolves  has  or  have  been  kil¬ 
led  to  some  justice  of  the  peace  within  the  county  where  such  claimant  re¬ 
sides,  who  shall  administer  to  such  person  the  following  oath  or  affirma¬ 
tion,  you  do  solemnly  swear  or  affirm  that  the  scalp  or  scalps  produced  by 
you  were  taken  off  of  a  wolf  or  wolves  killed  by  you  within  this  state  and 
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within  six  miles  of  some  one  of  the  settlements  thereof,  and  within  one 
month  past,  and  that  you  believe  such  wolf  or  wolves  from  which  they 
were  token  were  under  or  over  two  moth3  old  as  the  case  may  be,  and 
that  you  have  not  spared  the  life  of  any  wolf  in  your  power  to  kill  with  the 
desire  to  increase  the  breed  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  The  justice  before  whom  such  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  tak¬ 
en,  shall  cause  the  ears  on  all  such  scalps  lo  be  destroyed  in  his  presence, 
and  shall  give  to  the  person  making  the  same  a  ccrtifi  ate  specil)ir.g  the 
number  of  scalps  produced  and  the  sum  and  place  of  residence. 

Sec.  3.  The  person  receiving  such  certificate  or  his  agent,  shall  v  hh- 
in  thirty  days  thereafter  product  the  same  to  the  cUik  of  he  circuit  court 
of  the  proper  county,  who  shall  file  the  same  in  his  offi  e,  h  under  the  seal 
thereof  grant  to  the  person  producing  suv  h  certificate,  an  order  on  the  state 
treasurer  for  the  amount  that  may  be  due  him,  uoder  the  prr  visit  ns  of 
this  act,  for  which  order  such  person  shall  pay  the  clerk  twtnt)  five  a  nts, 
and  such  orders  shall  be  received  by  the  collectors  of  land  taxes  in  pay¬ 
ment  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  The  collector  of  land  taxes  shall  present  all  such  orders  so 
received  by  him,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  the  auditor  of 
public  accounts,  who  is  hereby  required  to  issue  his  warrant  therefor,  pay¬ 
able  at  the  treasury  of  the  state.

Mr.  Graham  of  Clark,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  enquire  into 
the  state  of  the  treasury  and  for  other  purposes,  made  the  following  report: 

Mr.  Speaker,  your  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  accounts  of  ibe 
auditor  and  treasurer’s  office,  for  the  Indiana  territory,  report  that  accord¬ 
ing  to  order  they  have  carefully  examined  all  those  papers  and  documents 
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relative  thereto,  which  were  to  be  found  in  the  office  of  the  late  treasurer* 
but  finding  it  impossible  to  form  any  correct  estimate  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  that  department,  from  the  commencement  of  our  territorial 
government  till  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  they  hid  recourse 
to  the  papers  of  the  legislative  department,  in  hopes  of  finding  those  papers 
which  relate  to  the  investigating  of  that  subject  by  former  committees  and 
thereby  acquiring  such  information  as  might  elucidate  that  enquiry,  but 
in  this  your  committee  were  disappointed,  for  upon  examining  the  legis¬ 
lative  papers  which  lay  jumbled  together  in  a  trunk  without  a  lock,  the 
journals  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ten  which  contained  the  investigation  of 
that  subject  by  a  committee  appointed  that  session,  those  journals  were 
not  to  be  found  while  those  of  preceding  and  subsequent  years  were  in  the 
trunk.  But  few  of  the  papers  we  found  were  calculated  to  cast  any  light 
on  our  enquiry. 

Your  committee  therefore,  finding  it  impracticable  to  obtain  such  doc¬ 
uments  as  might  lead  to  a  correct  detail, have  endeavored  to  give  as  per¬ 
fect  a  statement  as  the  papers  in  their  possession  would  admit. 

According  to  the  auditor's  books  from  1805  till  the  30th  of  November

What  sum  was  actually  paid  in  that  period,  it  is  perhaps  impossible  to 

ascertain. 

From  1811  till  November  1813,  when  Davis  floyd  came  into  office 
there  had  been  received  from  the  collectors  of  the  revenue  not  including 
interest  paid  by  the  treasurer  in  the  last  mentioned  period  for  warrants 
entered  not  included  g  7797  73  3  4  c.  making  the  total  amount  received 
in  warrants  from  1805  till  1813  inclusive,  S  14949  34  3  4  c. 

Your  committee  can  find  no  account  of  any  warrants  issued  from  the 
30th  of  November  1811  till  the  15th  of  February  1813  ;  this  accounts  for 
the  receipts  of  w?rrants  into  the  treasury  so  far  exceeding  the  amount  of 
those  issued  till  1813  intlusive. 

From  the  9.h  of  March  1813  till  the  25th  of  November  1816  there 
were  issued  in  treasury  warrants  not  including  g  155  which  were  re  audi¬ 
ted  in  that  time  12641  59  1  2  c. 

There  had  heen  received  from  collectors  for  the  years  1814  and  1815  ia 
treasury  warrants  not  including  interest,  g  6289  81  c. 

If  the  receipts  into  the  treasury  during  tha*  period  of  which  there  is  no 
account  of  warrants  issued  were  equal  to  the  expenditures  in  the  same  time 
there  would  now  be  but  g  1093  30  in  warrants  in  circulation,  proba¬ 
bly  not  exceeding  g  1000. 

There  appear  to  be  due  from  collectors  for  the  year  1814  1 
and  1815,  the  duplicates  of  1816,  not  being  all  received  that  >  g  1G  73  02 
year  is  not  included  in  this  item.  J 

There  appears  to  be  in  treasurer's  hands  g292  69  3  4. 

While  your  committee  regret  that  the  documents  they  have  examined 
are  insufficient  to  enable  them  to  give  any  correct  statement;  they  are  of 
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opinion  that  considerable  sums  are  due  from  collectors,  and  beg  leave  to 
recommend  to  the  general  assembly  as  the  only  mode  which  appears  prac* 
ticable  to  ascertain  the  true  state  of  those  accounts;  that  all  those  who  have 
been  collectors  of  the  revenue  for  the  Indiana  territory,  be  required  to 
render  a  true  statement  of  their  accounts  to  some  proper  authority.  The 
duplicate  of  each  year  will  show  what  ought  to  have  been  paid,  and  if  such 
collectors  cannot  produce  the  treasurer’s  receipts  or  other  acquitances;  they 
should  account  for  the  deficiency,  if  any. 

Your  committee  would  also  suggest  the  propriety  of  having  all  the  ac¬ 
counts  of  the  auditor’s  and  treasurer’s  offices  kept  in  double  entry,  without 
which  accounts  are  liable  to  error  and  much  more  difficult  to  investigate.

Mr.  Wilson  then  moved  further  to  amend  said  bill  by  adding  the  fal¬ 
lowing  provision  thereto,  44  and  every  free  mule  person  of  color  above 
eigthtfen  and  under  forty  five  years  of  age,  shall  pay  the  sum  of  five  dol¬ 
lars  annually,  as  an  equivalent  for  exemption  from  rtiititia  duty  and  ser¬ 
ving  on  juries. 

Mr.  Graham  of  J  then  moved  to  amend  the  amendment  by  striking 
out  the  word  44  five*”  and  inserting  the  word  “  eight”  in  lieu  thereof; 
and  on  the  question  shall  the  said  amendment  be  so  amended,  it  was  de¬ 
cided  in  the  negative,  and  the  yeas  and  nays  being  demanded  by  messrs. 
Graham  of  J.  and  Murdock,  the  votes  Were  as  follows.*  yeas  4,  nays  1$ 
and  those  who  yoted  in  the  affirmative,  are  messrs.  Graham  of  J.  John¬ 
son,  Miiroy  and  Wilson,  and  those  who  voted  in  the  negative  are  messrs. 
Brownlee,  Connor  Dumont;  Dunn,  Ferguson,  Floyd,  Graham  of  Clark 
Holman,  Lane,  Little,  Lynn,  Lindley,  Murdock,  Mount,  Overman* 
Scott,  Zcnor  and  Blackford,  speaker. 

The  question  was  then  put  on  Mr.  Wilsons*s  amendment,  and  the  yeas 
and  nays  being  demanded  by  messrs.  Murdock  and  Wilson,  the  votes 
were  as  follows :  yeas  12,  nays  11,  and  those  who  voted  in  the  affirmative 
are  messrs.  Boone  of  H.  Connor,  Dumont,  Ferguson,  Graham  of  J. 
Johnson,  Little,  Lynn,  Miiroy,  Wilson,  Zenor  and  Blackford  speaker, 
and  those  who  voted  in  the  negative  arc  messrs.  Brownlee,  Dunn,  Floyd; 
Graham  of  C.  Holman,  Lane,  Lindlev,  Murdock,  Mount,  Overman 
and  Scott,  and  so  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Dunn,  then  moved  to  amend  said  bill  by  adding  the  following  pro¬ 
vision  thereto;  ‘‘that  each  and  every  person  who  shillhold  any  male  per¬ 
son  of  colour  of  the  age  of  tweuty-one  years,  or  any  female  person  of  co* 
lour  of  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  in  bondage  or  servitude  without  paying 
such  person  of  color  and  equivalent  for  such  servitude,  shall  pay  an  annu¬ 
al  tax  of  fifty  dollars/  and  on  the  question  shall  th^  said  bill  be  so  amend¬ 
ed  it  was  decided  in  the  negative,  and  the  yeas  and  nays  being  demanded 
by  measr*.  Wilson  and  Dunn,  the  votes  were  as  follows ;  yeas  10,  nays  12, 
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and  those  who  voted  in  the  affirmative  are  messrs.  Boone  of  Harrison, 
Brownlee,  Dumont,  Dunn,  Holman,  Lindley,  Milroy,  Mount,  Overman, 
and  Scott;  and  those  who.  voted  in  the  negative  are  messrs.  Carr,  Connor, 
Ferguson,  Floyd,  Graham  of  C  Graham  ofj  Johnson,  Little,  Lynn, 
Wilson,  Zenor  and  Blackford  speaker. 

Mr  Lane  then  movtd  to  strike  out  the  word  “  nine,’’  in  that  part  of  said 
bill  which  relates  to  the  sheriffs’  commission  for  collecting  and  paying 
over  monies,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  “seven,”  and  on  the  ques¬ 
tion  sh*II  the  said  bill  be  so  amended,  it  was  decided  in  the  negative,  and 
the  veas  and  nays  being  demanded  by  messrs.  Mount  and  milroy,  the  votes 
were  as  follows :  yeas  10,  nays  12,  and  those  who  voted  in  the  affirmative 
are  messrs.  Brownlee,  Carr,  Dunn,  Graham  of  J  ackson,  Holman,  Lane 
Milroy,  Mount,  Overman  and  Scott ;  and  those  who  voted  in  the  nega¬ 
tive  are  messrs  Boone  of  H  trrisnn,  Connor,  Dumont,  Ferguson,  Floyd, 
Graham  of  Clark,  Johnson,  Little,  Lynn,  Lindley,  Z  nor  and  Blackford 
speaker. 

On  motion,  ordered  that  the  further  consideration  ofsaid  bill  be  post¬ 
poned  till  to  morrow  And  then  the  house  adjourned  for  one  hour. 

House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

On  motion,  the  house  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole 
on  the  bill  to  author  jz  Wm.  Harris  and  Frederick  Shoults,  to  erect  a 
dam  across  White  river,  and  after  some  time  spent  therein  mr.  Speaker 
resumed  the  chair  and  mr.  H  >lman,  reported  that  the  committee  of  the 
whole  had  according  to  order  had  the  said  bill  under  consideration  and  had 
nnade  an  amendment  to  the  same  by  striking  it  out  from  the  enacting  clause 
in  which  amendment  they  desire  the  concurrence  of  the  house  ^  whereup¬ 
on,  on  motion,  the  house  concurred  in  said  amendment ;  on  motion  the 
further  consideration  of  said  bill  was  indefinitely  postponed.

Speaker,  I  am  di¬ 
rected  by  the  senate  to  inform  this  house  that  the  senate  have  passed  the 
bill  from  this  house  entitled  an  act  to  authorize  Rebecca  Heth  and  Field¬ 
ing  M.  Bradford,  to  sell  and  convey  certain  lots  of  land. 

A  message  from  the  senate  by  mr  Polke,  mr.  Speaker,  the  house  have 
passed  the  bill  from  this  house  entitled  an  act  for  the  formation  of  a  new 
county  out  of  the  ccunty  of  Knox. 

A  message  from  the  senate  by  mr.  Paul,  mr.  speaker,  the  senate  have 
passed  a  bill  entitled  an  act  to  provide  for  the  running  of  the  county  line 
dividing  the  county  of  Clark  and  Jefferson,  to  which  they  desire  the  con¬ 
currence  of  this  house. 

Mr  Floyd  laid  before  the  house  the  petition  of  Benjamin  Harris  and 
others  praying  for  the  formation  of  a  new  county  out  of  the  counties  of 
Clark,  Harrison  and  Washington,  which  was  read  and  ordered  to  lie  oa 
the  table. 

On  motion  of  mr.  Ferguson, 

1  he  bill  to  change  the  plan  of  the  town  of  Jeff'r3onviIIe  was  taken  up 
and  read  the  second  time,  and  on  motion  of  mr.  Ferguson,  the  house  re¬ 
solved  itself  into  a  committee  cf  the  whole  on  said  bill,  and  after  some 
June  spent  therein  mr.  Speaker  resumed  the  chair,  and  mr.  Milroy  re- 
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ported  that  the  committee  of  the  whole  had  according  to  o^der,  had  the 
aatd  bill  Under  consideration  and  had  made  some  amendments  to  the  same 
to  which  they  desire  the  concurrence  of  the  house,  whereupon  on  motion, 
the  house  concurred  in  the  same. 

On  motion*  ordered,  that  the  said  bill  be  engrossed  for  a  third  reading 
to  morrow.

The  bill  from  the  senate  entitled  an  act  providing  for  the  running  of  the 
line  dividing  the  counties  of  Jefferson  and  Clark,  was  taken  up  and  read 
and  ordered  to  be  read  a  second  time  to  morrow. 

Mr.  Ferguson,  from  the  committee  of  enr  lied  bills,  reported  that  the 
said  committee  had  on  this  day  presented  to  the  Governor  for  his  appro-, 
val  St  signature  the  following  enrolled  bills,  to  wit:  The  enrolled  bill  enti¬ 
tled  an  act  for  the  relief  of  Adam  Conrad  ;  also  the  enrolled  bill  entitled 
an  act  to  revive  the  act  to  incorporate  the  Corydon  seminary  ;  also  the 
enrolled  bill  entitled  an  act  to  regulate  the  inspection  of  tobacco  ;  also  the 
enrolled  bill  entitled  an  act  to  amend  the  several  acts  regulating  ferries  ; 
and  then  the  house  adjourned  till  to  morrow  morning  nine  o’clock. 

FRIDAY  MORNING ,  Dec.  27,  1816.

The  house  proceed  to  consider  their  amendments  made  to  the  bill  from

Alexander,  Carr ,  Connor,  Dumont 
Dunn,  Floyd,  Graham  of  C.  Graham  of  J.  Holman,  Johnson,  Lvnng 
Lindley,  Mount  Overman,  Powell,  Scott,  Wilson  &  Blackford  speaker. 

Mr.  Floyd  then  moved  to  amend  the  said  amendments  as  first  proposed' 
by  adding  the  following  provission  “the  person  holding  any  slave  or  bond 
servant  of  colour  over  twelve  years  of  age  other  than  apprentices,  two  dol¬ 
lars.” 

Mr,  Dumont,  then  moved  to  amend  mr*  Ferguson’s  amendment  by 
striking  out  of  the  same  the  word  “slave”  and  on  the  question  shall  the 
proposed  amendment  be  so  amended  it  was  decided  in  the  negative. 

The  question  was  then  put  on  the  amendment  as  offered  by  mr  Floyd, 
and  the  yeas  and  nays  being  demanded  by  messrs.  Wilson  and  Dunn, 
the  votes  were  as  follows  :  yeas  14,  nays  12,  and  those  who  voted  in  the 
affirmative,  are  messrs.  Brownlee,  Connor,  Ferguson,  Floyd,  Graham 
of  J.  Johnson  Little,  Lvnn,  Murdock,  Mount,  Wilson,  Zenor,  and 
Bickford,  (speaks  r)  and  those  who  voted  in  the  negative  are,  messrs. 
Alexander,  Carr,  Dumont*  Dunn,  Graham  of  C-  Holman,  Lane  Lind* 
ley.  Overman,  Powell,  Scott,  and  so  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

A  motion  was  then  made  to  amend  the  said  bill  by  inserting  the  amend¬ 
ment  made  on  yesterday,  and  which  was  reconsidered  on  this  day,  which 
provides  that  each  and  every  free  male  person  of  color,  above  eighteen 
and  under  forty  five  years  of  age  shall  pay  an  annual  tax  of  five  dollars, 
and  on  the  question  shall  the  said  bill  be  amended  ;  it  was  decided  in  the 
negative,  and.  the  yeas  and  nays  being  demanded  by  messrs.  Wilson  and 
Graham  of  Jackson,  the  votes  were  as  follows:  yeas  11,  nays  14,  and  those 
who  voted  in  the  affirmative  are  messrs.  Connor,  Dumont,  Ferguson, 
Graham  of  J  Johnson,  Little;  Lynn,  Milroy,  Wilson,  Zenor  and  Black¬ 
ford  (speaker)  and  those  who  voted  in  the  negative  are  messrs.  Alexan¬ 
der,  Brownlee;  Carr,  Dunn,  Floyd;  Graham  of  C.  Holman,  Lane, 
Lindley,  Murdock,  Mount,  Overman  Powell  and  Scott;  on  motion, 
ordered,  that  the  said  bill  be  engrossed  for  a  third  reading  to  morrow. 

A  message  from  the  Governor  by  mr.  Coburn,  mr.  Speaker,  I  am  di¬
